Walmer Castle. Built by Henry VIII. for defence of 
the coast. From 1708 and until the King’s recent visit the 
official residence of the Lord Warden of the Cinque Ports. 
Here, in 1801, Nelson frequently landed from his fleet in the 
Downs and conferred with Pitt, who fitted out a fleet of 
Deal luggers and formed volunteer corps to repel an 
expected invasion by the French. Here, too, the great 
Duke of Wellington resided for 24 years, entertained 
Queen Victoria, and died in 1852. Both Mr. Pitt and the 
Duke loved Walmer and its Castle. 
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
